I ’m not a professional cook,” says 
Jane Cumberbatch, pioneer of the 
simple, natural approach to interior 
decoration, “but I consider cooking 
to be part of everyday life, just as 
important as the way I decorate 
or garden.”

I was brought 
up to be resourceful by my parents, 
but I believe in trying to achieve some 
sort of balance in the way one exists 
on a daily basis.” 

Cumberbatch cut her teeth on 
House & Garden magazine and went

likes of ELLE Decoration. She has seen 
it all in interiors trends, but in seeking 
a timeless aesthetic, created Pure 
Style. 

“I don’t want to worry about 
having lavish decorations, nor 
do I want to worry about 
always doing things to my 
garden, and I don’t want to 
buy packaged food because 
it’s not very nice. I want to 
do it in a way that pleases 
me. Life is so complicated, I 
want to try and simplify it.” 

And complicated it is. 

As well as three children, her busy ^ 
husband, Alastair (MD of Brindisa) and 
Rosie the black Lab, Cumberbatch 
decided to share her home with hoards 
of cameramen. On finding her detached 
Victorian Tulse Hill home eight years ago, 
she decided to make it earn its keep by 
opening it up as a film and photo shoot 
location. Through the doors recently have 
been Red magazine, a team shooting a 
Listerine commercial, and even Jack Dee, 
who moved in with a BBC crew to shoot 
part of his new TV series, Lead Balloon. 

Cumberbatch grew up in Wandsworth, 
where her father was a doctor. But 
growing up in south London in the 60s 
and 70s was ‘grim’, she says. She left 
the area from the age of 25 and 
bought on old wreck of a house 
in Spitalfields with her husband. 

During this time she was 
working at Elouse & Garden, 
which provided “the most 
magnificent training - I got 
to know all about fabrics 
and architecture”, that she 
applied to her own house. 

She left the magazine in 1989 
to have her first child, and went 
on to work as a freelance style 
director and journalist, publishing 
her first book, Pure Style, in 1996.

London for a second time, it’s not the 
same as when I was living at home,” she 
says. “There’s been such an 

enormous change in the facilities, 
shops and green spaces.” 

Cumberbatch’s latest release, 
Pure Style: Recipes for Every 
Day, beautifully photographed 
at her home, is an edible 
journey through the seasons, 
with advice on everything 
from growing herbs and 
% a planting trees to baking cakes 
and fixing up the furniture. 

“When I cook, I like to use 
simple methods. I don’t like 
complicated recipes with all sorts of 
things you can’t get hold of. I’m aiming to 
use good quality ingredients that are in 
season or readily available,” says 
Cumberbatch, who shops at Beamish & 
McGlue and Whittaker’s fishmonger on 
Norwood Road, Brixton Farmers Market 
and Pretty Traditional on North Cross 
Road, among other places. 

Her kitchen, like the rest of her home, 
is painted white and populated with 
upcycled wooden furnishings and a few 
simple accessories. It’s wonderfully bright, 
fresh and stylish, with large sash windows 
overlooking a very country-esque garden 
(“I don’t want to have a show-off garden, 

I just want plants that smell lovely. 
Roses are the most beautiful things 
and they don’t cost very much”). 
Essentially, achieving a 
simple, stylish home life 
is all about balance - and 
cupboard space: “Getting 
storage right is important 
because one likes to try and 
get a bit of order in one’s life 
when there’s so much chaos. 

I just don’t want fiddly things... 
it does get me into trouble 
though, because I will want to 
throw out things I don’t think work 
and the family gets cross with me!”

FROM THE FRONT 


The revised 1 Series continues to fly 
the flag for BMW in the premium hatch 
market. Andy Enright takes a look 


T here aren’t many companies 

more fun for a motoring journalist 
to report on than BMW. Where 
most big car companies are deeply 
conservative, BMW isn’t afraid of leading 
the market with bold designs, intriguing 
innovations and projects that make you 
wonder how they ever got the green light. 

Even BMW usually follows a pattern, 
insofar as its big-selling models 
- the 1,3 and 5 Series - are 
generally more soberly styled than 
its niche coupes and convertibles, 
but every now and they pitch us 
something that keeps us on our 
toes. It did so with the previous 
generation 5 Series and the latest 
1 Series hatchback is another vehicle that 
has whipped up a storm of controversy. 

The 1 Series has always been 
distinguished by the quality of its driving 
dynamics and it’s good to see BMW 
hasn’t been tempted to compromise on 
its principles. Although there has been 
rumour of four-wheel drive models for 
foreign markets, the UK selection is 


resolutely rear-wheel drive. The chassis 
balance remains as good as ever, but a 
wider track than its predecessor (51 mm at 
the front and 71 mm at the rear) makes this 
car even more planted through corners. 

The engines have been given a refresh 
with a choice of two innovative four- 
cylinder petrol engines and three 
redesigned four-cylinder diesel units. 

The turbocharged BMW 118i produces a 


maximum output of 170hp at 4,800rpm, 
punching from 0-62mph in just 7.4 
seconds with a max speed of 140mph. 
The 116i also features a twin-scroll turbo, 
making a more modest 136bhp, but it will 
still zip through to 62 in 8.5 seconds. 

One consequence of running a 
transmission tunnel through a compact 
hatch has been rather compromised 


accommodation. While this issue hasn’t 
gone away, BMW has loosened the 
1 Series’ belt a little. It’s now 83mm longer, 
14mm wider and 30mm longer in the 
wheelbase. This means that rear-seat 
passengers benefit from a further 20mm 
of legroom. And there’s 30 litres more 
luggage compared to its forerunner. 

It’s certainly hard to argue with the 
changes. Aesthetics aside, the faults with 
the old car were easy to identify. 

It was too cramped in the back, 
it didn’t ride smoothly enough 
and the interior finish didn’t match 
the class best. Consider that 
to-do list ticked off. 

Although much has changed, 
the 1 Series remains the default choice 
for those craving a premium hatch with 
uncorrupted steering, great chassis 
balance and brilliant efficiency. Many 
of BMW’s subtle attributes are lost on a 
clientele drawn by its badge, but whatever 
your motivation for purchase, that warm, 
fuzzy feeling that accompanies a smart 
decision is never too far away.

Cream of the crop 

Tom Parker Bowles scopes the city 
for ice cream worth screaming about 


J ane Grigson rarely got 
it wrong. “Largely air 
and fakery” was the 
late, great food writer’s view 
on most modern ice cream. 
Cream and milk, surely the 
soul of the stuff, is replaced 
with skimmed milk powder 
- a cheap, industrial shortcut. 
Sugar is usurped by glucose 
syrup while emulsifiers take 
the place of egg yolks. As 
for any kind of natural flavour 
or colour, forget it. Instead, 
a battalion of E numbers 
are drafted in to trick us into 
believing this frozen mess is 
actually worth eating. It’s not. 

That’s not to say I’m a 
snob. Far from it. The allure 
of Mr Whippy burns as bright 
today as it did all those years 
ago. But as to the more 
serious stuff, we are suddenly 
spoilt for choice. Fine chefs, 
such as Bocca di Lupo’s 
Jacob Kennedy, have 
branched out into ice cream, 
serving up superb Italian style 
gelato. At Gelupo, opposite 
his restaurant on Archer Street 
in Soho, you’ll find the finest 


pistachio ice cream in town; 
subtle, elegant and natural. 

Matthew Fort, food writer 
and gelato guru, is fascinated 
by the difference between 
English and Italian ice creams: 
“Probably, at the top end, the 
British are more wedded to 
dairy bases than the Italians, 
because we have more of a 
dairy culture. But now, virtually 
all Italian ice creams are made 
with industrially produced 
bases and flavourings. 

“Grom, soon to be seen in 
Self ridges, are an exception, 
as are Pico in Rome and Irrera 
in Messina.” So, ironically, 
you’re now more likely to find 
real Italian, handmade ice 
cream in London than Rome. 

That said, fine Italian ice 
cream is nothing new in the 
capital. Take the glorious 
institution that is Marine Ices 
on Haverstock Hill. This Chalk 
Farm legend has been serving 
up sumptuous ices since 



1931. Made fresh with 
lashings of double cream, 
their toffee crunch is divine. 

As to London’s other finest 
gaffs, I love Oddono’s, made 
from scratch every day using 
seriously good ingredients. 
Find it in Bute Street, 
Selfridges and Whiteley’s. 
Morelli’s ice creams at 
Harrods have the most 
wonderful creamy, almost 
chewy texture. A true, 
tongue-tingling taste of Turin. 

Battersea’s Gelateria Danieli 
is always immaculate 
(especially the banoffee and 
caramel flavours). And Scoop 
is consistently popular, for 
good reason - their chocolate 
ice cream is incredible. 

The Parlour Restaurant at 
Fortnum and Mason, too, 
is not to be missed. 

So there we go. The very 
briefest nibble of London’s 
ice cream scene. And not a 
breath of air or fakery in sight.

Keston Kitchen 

Charlotte Whiting fires up the barbecue 
and cooks up an Italian feast for friends 


B arbecue season always reminds 
me of being treated to a 
glamorous afternoon barbecue 
in the Italian hills outside of Bologna. We 
got scooted into the hillside on the backs 
of mopeds, vaguely knowing to keep 
an eye out for a patch of sunlit woodland. 
We found it, and all the guys started 
to make the barbecue, lay a table, cook 
the meat and make all the salads - pretty 
impressive to us girls. 

It was all about the food - everything 
had to be perfectly chopped, dressed, 
marinated and presented. It was a 
delicious feast that I’ll never forget. 

If you want to have the same effect on 
your friends this summer, here is a great 
Italian recipe that’s good for sharing. 

Spiedini di miale (authentic Italian 
kebabs) served with grilled radicchio 

INGREDIENTS (SERVES 6) 

• 12x1 inch cubes of pork (I use pork fillet) 

• 6 Italian sausages - Cumberland are 


a perfect substitute 

• 6 slices streaky bacon, cut in half 

• 18 sage leaves 

• 2 cloves of garlic, peeled 

• 1 lemon, zested and halved 

• extra virgin olive oil 

• 6 skewers, soaked if wooden 

• 1 large radicchio (a round purple lettuce 
from the Veneto with a bitter taste) 

• olive oil 

• balsamic vinegar 
METHOD 

1. Prepare the meat to marinade: twist 
the sausages into three so they balloon, 
cut them and put them in a bowl with 
the pork and the halved bacon. 

2. To make the marinade, add 12 sage 
leaves to the bowl. Then, using a pestle 
and mortar crush the garlic, remaining 
sage leaves and lemon zest to a pulp 
and add four tablespoons of olive oil 
and the juice of half the lemon. 

3. Pour over the meat, mix and leave 
to marinade for 1 -3 hours. 


4. Skewer the kebabs; I roll the bacon 
(two rolls per skewer), fold the sage 
leaves in half and alternate with three 
pieces of sausage and two pieces 

of pork per kebab. 

5. Put on the barbecue. If you fancy, 
throw some rosemary sprigs onto 
the coals before you put the meat 
on so that the leaves flavour the 
kebabs while cooking. 

6. Half the radicchio lengthways 
and season on the cut side with salt 
and pepper, and rub with olive oil. 

7. Barbecue cut side down for 
a few minutes until hot through 

- the closed leaves will actually keep 
in the steam and help the lettuce 
cook. Turn it over and grill for 3-4 
minutes more. 

8. When the meat is golden and 
cooked through serve the kebabs 
with the remaining lemon juice 
squeezed over them. 

9. Splash the radicchio with balsamic 
vinegar and serve as a super side dish.

Nord Sud Viognier By Laurent Miquel (Majestic £8.99) is a 
superb limited-edition offering a whiff of honeysuckle, flavours 
of apricot blossom and a mild acidity. A peachy teaser before 
a romantic picnic. Classy textured and very French. 

And - while muscular men and pretty women (or vice versa) bat 
balls around the court, you can tone those upper arms without 
risking tennis elbow with a strawberry-led rose; simply lift glass to 
lips before lowering again slowly. Repeat until bottle is empty. The 
palest prettiest rose in south London, Gerard Bertrand Reserve 
Speciale Gris de Gris, can be found at Nicolas on Lordship Lane 
for just £6.99. Delicate, redcurrant berries with a tinge of vanilla, 
melon, orange and hints of herbs, along with Grenache Gris, 
Grenache Noir, Mourvedre, Carignan and Cinsault grapes, make 
this a top choice for summer. 

Boss Man Wines’ Prosecco 
Emozioni DOC Treviso is also 
wildly summery. Opt for the 
extra dry (£6.50) if you’re 
anticipating some cucumber 
sandwiches to go with! Green 
apple and pear drop on the nose 
and reliably frothy, this 11 % 
sterling Italian aperitif hits the 
spot for afternoon drinking.

I n recent years it’s been The Dark Horse 
and Le Petit Parisien; now it’s The 
Crooked Well. I’m not sure why nothing 
sticks at this Camberwell venue, but I do hope 
its current guise is here to stay. The decor, for 
starters, is spot on. Those with an eye for 
detail will hone in on the restored cornicing 
and ceiling roses, the gorgeous Victorian tiling 
behind the bar and antique lighting, but 
otherwise it simply looks effortlessly stylish. 

But the food is the star of this show. Do try the 
pork belly with tuna creme fresh - yes, that’s right, 
tuna creme fresh. It’s superb. It works so well with 
the thin strips of rolled pork belly, finished with 
capers, gremolata and crispy pork crackling. My less 
adventurous friend went for the soup of the day, but 
was equally rewarded with a zingy tomato gazpacho 
served with toasted bread and creamy crab pate. 

For the mains we selected the poached hake, 
served with a colour-rich salad of kohlrabi, potatoes, 
radishes and raspberry oil, and the guinea fowl 
breast with cauliflower puree, artichokes, grelote 
onions and sherry. Compliments to the chef indeed 
- Matt Green-Armytage’s ability to bring together 
original thinking, a fine balance of flavours 
and an exciting variety of textures with hearty 
British classics is surely worthy of awards. 

For dessert, my friend indulged in the summer 
pudding with clotted cream, while I went nuts over 
the flourless gooseberry and almond cake with 
elderberry panacotta — wonderfully moist cake, 
refreshingly sour gooseberries and a lush panacotta 
topped with popping candy. Fabulous.

Dig deep 

Gardener, writer and broadcaster Matthew Wilson on 
the Marmite of the gardening world - the butterfly bush 



T here are some garden plants that seem to 

win the admiration of pretty much everybody, 
while others are genuinely loathed. I have 
a particular aversion to the Kilmarnock Willow, 
a strange, weeping, variegated leaved tree that was 
hugely popular a 
few years ago but 
to me looks like an 
upside down mop 
on a bad hair day. 

But if there is a 
garden plant that 
is bound to polarise 

opinion, including in our household (my wife hates it, 

I do not), then it is 
the butterfly bush 
- Buddleja. Often 
misspelled Buddleia, 
it is found wild in 
many parts of the 
world, including 
North and South 
America, Africa and 
Asia. The name 
celebrates an 
Essex vicar,

Adam Buddie, a keen amateur botanist who died 
in 1715. The first Buddleja introduced to Britain, 
in 1769, was the early yellow flowered B. globosa. 
This native of Chile flowers in early summer and has 
small, rounded (globular) blooms, quite unlike the 
ubiquitous purple flowered Buddleja davidii. It is this 

plant (or beast, 
depending on 
your point of 
view) that has 
taken such a 
liking to our 

railway sidings, walls, buildings and chimney pots. 

It hails from China, and the second part of its name, 
davidii, recognises another botanizing man of the 
cloth. Pere Armand David was a remarkable man, 
a missionary Catholic priest who spent his spare 
time collecting the seed of plants he discovered 
and sending them home. 

Buddleja davidii was collected by several plant 
hunters, but David’s name stuck. And so did its seed; 
all too well. The rubble-filled railway sidings turned 
out to be rather like the shale covered hillsides 
of its home range, and the slipstream generated 
by passing trains has proven to be the perfect 
dispersal device for its seed, ensuring it is spread 
far and wide to the extent that by late summer 
(despite Railtrack’s best efforts, which, along with 
the attempted eradication of other pest plants like 
Japanese knotweed, are part of a multi-million 
pound programme) purple is definitely 
the dominant colour. 

But love it or loath it, there is no doubt 
of its value to pollen and nectar-feeding 
wildlife such as bees, moths and, 
of course, butterflies.
